Arsnmouti Agittnit Protection Ever
Heard

Correspondence cf the Gazette
Washington April 16 Senator Coke

delivered a spceech in the Senate last
week on the tariff question that Is pro-

nounced

by compe ent judges one of the
ibest arguments against the high protec-
tion system that was ever heard in either
House of Congress There was not a
single sentence that smacked of declama-
tion

not the faintest approach to oratory
yet the speech in its maiterly array of
facts and resistless chain ot argument
was convincing and unanswerable Tak-
ing

the testimony ot the manufacturers
themselves as revealed In the censns of
1880 he showed that of the average 46
per cent ot duty on Imports which In-

creased

the price ot domestic goods to
that figure the American laborer got only
10 per cent while his employer pockets
36 per cent The cost cf every article
that entered into the subsistence of the
working classes was run up 46 per-
cent but the lods of the looms
the foundries and furnaces
reaped a ptoflt ot SG per cent wh le the
laborers miserable share was only 10 per-
cent Tet the demand tor a continuation
of this iniquitous system that robbed the
masses to enrich a few capitalists was
made in the name of the American work
lngmen to protect them against com-
petition with the panper labor of Europe
There was never a clearer case ot stealing
the livery of heaven to serve the dv1 in-
An average tariff duty of 20 per-
cent would not only pay back the Ameri-
can

¬

manufacturer the difference between
European and home wages but would
actually compensate him for every dollar
he expended In wages But the vlcious
ness ot the system did not end here By
the hlsh tariff foreign goods were not
only kept out but American products
were walled In Though with an aggre-
gation

¬
of capital equalled only

by England with the finest machinery
with the most effective labor In
the world American manufacturers were
unable to compete in foreign markets
with the products ot free trade countries
Toe logical effect was seen in tho Infa-
mous

¬

brood of trusts and combines
to limit or stop production whereby
labor was thrown out of employment in
order that prices might be maintained
All this while thousands of workers were
pouring into this country from the shores
of the old world to engage in
the fierce struggle for existence
Here was free trade in labor without
end while all the products that the la-

borer
¬

needed for his familys support
were by the operation of this war tariff
advanced to snen a cost that it took aU
his scanty earnings for a mere
subsistence Unlimited competition
in labor with foreign goods
fenced out and home products walled in
was fast reducing the laborers ot America
to a position of slavery The policy ot
reform as laid down by the President in
his message to Congress was a just and
correct principle of government and
shonld be boldly adhered to by the Demo-
cratic

Her pla ns now and for yeare past have
been dotted with proflable ranches
crowded with cattle speep and horses
with rmore favorable round ups
and less perceiage of loss
than Bany fjcattle country of the
west can show and with her beef
mutton wool and horses standing on the
first grade in Chicago and eastern marts
The most nutritious grasses cover the
broad plateaus of New Mexico which will
continue for years to grow to offer the
best grazing facilities of any cattle
country in the United States Tne cost
of beefraising is nominal as stock need
never be housed or ted The high and
dry climate precludes almost the possi-
bility

of disease among sbeep or cattle At
least half the lands of New Mexico are
especially adapted to grazing purposes
and even if future improvement tempted
3grculturestock raising would always be
more profitable So that New Mexico
will forever be one of the main supplies

vicious habits The standard of female

are far outnumbered by the vicious
Prostitution is carried to a fearful extent
and it is quite common for parents to sell
their own daughters for money to gratify
the lust of the purchaser thus making a
profit trom their own and their childrens
shame

It is almost a universal practice for
men and women to live together as hus-
band and wife and rear a family of chil-
dren

without having been married One
thing which has greatly conduced to this
condition of life in times gone by was
the high price of the marriage fee The
peasantry could not afford to be married
according to the rites of the church and
as no other ceremony was legal
they were in a measure driven into this
unlawful and sinful intercourse This
irreaular mode of life Is also encouraged
by the matrimonial system practiced
which results in illyadvised matches
which in a large number ot instances
drives the parties to a separation when
one or both assume an illicit connection

It is the custom for married men to
support a wife and mistress at the same
time and but too frequently the wife
also has her male friend A gentleman ot
many years residence in the countryand
who has a thorough acquaintance with
the people assured me that such prac-
tices

¬

are Indulged In by threefourths of
the marriage population The marriage
vow Is held sacred by a very few and the
ceremony is more a matter of convenience
than anything else The custom
ot keeping mistresses appears to be part
ot the social system and the feelings ot
society are in no manner outraged by it
because the public opinion of the conn
try sanctions it and what seems to argue
an exceedingly liberal code of morals Is
the fact that the standing of neither party
is it jured in the community in which they
live but they seemed to maintain the
same degree ot respectability as though
they dld not thus violate the rules of pro-
priety

¬

and decency This mode ot lite-
is practiced openly and without shame
The parties keep up a regular domestic
establishment receive their friends
and aDpesr together in public as though
their union was sanctioned by the holy
rites ot marriage and blessed by the
laws ot God and man

There are two or threo causes for the
almost universal looseness of morals
among the native population the princi-
pal

¬
ot which is the entire absence of that

necessary moral tralninc which children
receive In the states In times gone by
the chnrch conduced much to this state
of things a majority ot the priests
themselves lived in open prostitution
and the most abandoned characters re-

tained

their standing In the church if
they were regular at the conlessionai and
paid the customary dues without fall
The organization of society is such that
a large number are driven Into this
mode of life by sheer poverty There
are no employments to which indigent
females can resort to make a respectable
living as In the states All domestic
labor is performed by Indian slaves and
women can find no occupation in house-
work

¬

for their own maintenance Thus
when their parents die and they are
thrown upon their own resources for sup-
port

¬

they have but the alternative of
starving or adopting this degraded mode
of life which not being considered in the
least disreputable neither driving them
from society nor injuring their prospect
oLasnbseqoent marriage Is mostgener
ally embraced

In other respects society Is not as re-

fined
¬

as would be desirable I have al-

ready
¬

mentioned that gambling is almost
universal and is considered a gentlemanly
and respectable calling The practice of
carrying deady weapons is nearly as
common and most ot the inhabitants go
armed at all timesthey wear knives or
pistols girded around them during the
day and sleep with them under the head
at night The merchant behind the coun-

ter
¬

waits upon bis customer with a six
shooter or a big knife at his side and
when the lawyer goes into court to
try a cause he too is armed to the teeth
These peacemakers also accompany the
owner to the ballroom and the evening
party and even when they enter the
house of God on the Sabbath they go
better prepared to resist assassins than
to worship their Maker Tnere Is some
necessity to wear arms but not to the
extent practiced and the consequence Is
that many unfortunate affrays take place
